REPORT  ON  FINANCES 


President  Diinker  Announces  Increase 
in  Teachers'  Salaries 

To  my  Fellow-Alumni  of  Lehigh: 

The  members  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation have  doubtless  received  before 
this  our  Proceeding's  for  the  year  end- 
ing June,  1916,  which  give  the  state- 
ment annually  published  of  the  flnan- 
cial  resources  of  the  University,  and 
have  noted  the  good  showing  made. 
The  University  has  now  for  several 
years  come  out  on  the  credit  side  in  its 
statement  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures, and  this  result  will  be  repeated 
for  the  present  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31.  In  addition  to  this  the  Trus- 
tees have  had  the  very  great  satisfac- 
tion of  being  able  to  pay  off  the  mort- 
gage debt  of  the  University  amounting 
to  $428,112,  dating  from  1894,  and  al- 
so  to   pay   off,    from   income   accumu- 


lated during  the  process  of  settlement 
of  the  Packer  Estate,  our  floating  debt 
of  $354,000.  These  were  most  encour- 
aging accomplishments,  but  to  me  the 
most  satisfactory  thing  that  has  taken 
place  in  many  years  is  the  fact  that 
the  Trustees  felt  in  position,  at  this 
time  of  high  prices,  when  relief  is  urg- 
ently needed,  to  make  an  average 
raise  of  ten  per  cent,  in  the  salaries  of 
the  teaching  force,  taking  effect  from 
December  1.  No  announcement  of 
this  was  made,  except  at  Alumni  meet- 
ings. It  was  deemed  to  be  in  better 
taste  to  make  none. 

I  attended,  January  11  and  12,  the 
annual  meeting  in  Chicago  of  the 
Association  of  American  Colleges.  This 
Association  has  had  under  study  by  a 
Committee  the  question  of  what  con- 
stitutes "The  Efficient  College,"  and 
it  was  a  great  satisfaction  to  me  to 
quietly  note  that   in   all   requirements 
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of  plant,  endowment  and  teaching 
force,  our  present  organization  is  in 
excess  of  the  suggested  essential  re- 
quirements of  "The  Efficient  College." 

The  University  this  year  has  a  large 
student  attendance,  775,  ■^'ith  a  very 
good  Freshman  class.  While  this 
number  of  students  taxes  our  plant 
and  facilities  seriously,  we  have  the 
satisfaction  of  feeling  that  with  a 
teaching  force  of  eightj--one  we  have 
a  satisfactory  relation  in  numbers  be- 
tween the  teacher  and  the  taught. 

As  to  athletics,  as  you  know,  our 
boys  came  off  victorious  at  Easton  in 
the  Lafayette  game,  and  the  very  en- 
couraging part  of  it  to  me  is  that  the 
football  squad  is  doing  well  scholasti- 
cally,  a  fact  that  was  naturallj-  dwelt 
on  at  the  football  dinner  that  Charley 
Taj'lor  gave  the  team.

Of  Executive  Committee  of  the  Alumni 
Association 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Alumni  Association  will  make  two  im- 
portant recommendations  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Association  in 
June,  1917.  One  recommendation  is 
for  the  adoption  of  the  group  plan  of 
class  reunions,  the  other  for  the  adop- 
tion of  a  new  plan  for  the  assessment 
of  annual  dues. 

The  Group  Plan  of  Class  Reunions 

The  group  plan  for  reunions  Tias  for 
its  object  the  arrangement  of  reunions 
so  that  any  class,  on  its  return,  will 
find  gathered  at  the  same  time  three 
out  of  the  six  other  classes  that  were 
contemporaneous  in  the  college. 

The  group  plan  eliminates  trien- 
nials, decennials,  twentieth  and  twen- 
ty-fifth year  reunions  but,  should  the 
sentiment  of  any  class  be  for  the  re- 
tention of  any  or  all  of  these,  that 
class  may  insert  such  a  reunion  in  the 
general  roster  as  an  extra.  The  twen- 
ty-fifth year  is  undoubtedly  held  in 
special  regard  by  almost  every  man 
and  may  very  readily  be  inserted  as  an 
extra. 

The  table  shows  the  grouping  of  re- 
union classes  for  the  years  1918  to 
1940,  inclusive. 

Plan  for  Assessment  of  Annual  Dues 

The  annual  dues  shall  be  one  dol- 
lar for  the  first  five  years  of  member- 
ship; two  dollars  for  the  second  five 
years;  three  dollars  for  the  third  five 
years.  After  the  first  fifteen  j-ears  the 
dues  shall  be  five  dollars  annually.

L/ehigh  Students  Favor  Universal  Ser- 
vice in  Resolution  to  Senate  Com- 
mittee 

At  a  college  meeting  on  January. 24, 
the  student  body  of  Lehigh  University 
unanimously  endorsed  the  movement 
for  national  preparedness  and  univer- 
sal military  training  and  instructed  a 
committee  to  present  its  formal  reso- 
lution upon  this  subject  to  the  United 
States  Senate  Committee  on  Military 
Affairs. 

The  meeting  was  called  at  the  re- 
quest of  President  Drinker  who  stated 
to  the  students  that,  when  in  Wash- 
ington on  January  22,  he  learned  that 
the  Senate  Committee  had  fixed  "2 
p.m.  on  Thursdaj',  the  25th  inst.  for  a 
hearing  of  university  and  college  men 
who  desired  to  present  views  in  favor 
of  universal  training  as  against  those 
on  the  other  side  which  had  been  pre- 
sented by  a  limited  delegation  of  col- 
lege men  a  week  or  two  ago."  Dr. 
Drinker  said  that  "arrangements  were 
being  made  at  a  number  of  leading 
universities  in  the  East — Harvard, 
Yale,  Columbia,  Princeton  and  others, 
to  have  delegations  of  students  appear 
before  this  Committee  on  Thursday, 
and  it  was  suggested  that  in  view  of 
the  prominent  attitude  Lehigh  has 
taken  in  support  of  the  training 
camps,  it  would  be  fitting  that  the 
University  should  appear  in  this  move- 
ment also." 

Addresses  strongly  urging  action 
were  delivered  at  the  students'  meet- 
ing by  Ad'Olph  Bach,  President  of  the 
Senior  Class;  by  George  Sawtelle,  '16, 
a  member  of  Company  A,  First  Artil- 
lery, who  has  received  a  commission 
as  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  United 
States  Army,  and  by  W.  E.  Lewis,  '15, 
a  second  lieutenant  in  Company  M, 
who,  like  Mr.  Sawtelle,  has  just  re- 
turned from  the  Mexican  border. 

L.  G.  Mudge,  '17,  presented  and  W. 
A.  Richards,  '17,  seconded  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  meeting: 

"RESOLVED,  That  the  student 
body  of  Lehigh  University  in  college 
meeting  assembled  heartily  endorses 
the  movement  for  national  prepared- 
ness   and    universal    military    training. 


and  desires  that  this  statement  shall 
be  presented  to  the  Congressional 
Committees  on  Military  Affairs  by  a 
committee  of  students  of  the  Univer- 
sity." 

In  pursuance  with  the  instructions 
in  this  resolution  a  committee  ap- 
peared before  the  Senate  Committee 
on  Military  Affairs  in  the  Capitol 
Building,  Washington,  D.  C,  on  Janu- 
ary 2  5.  The  official  report  of  the  tes- 
timony there  given  follows: 

The  Sub-Committee  re-assembled,  pursuant 
to  recess,  at  2  :00  o'clock  P.M.,  Senator  George 
E.  Chamberlain    (Chairman),   presiding. 

The  Chairman  :  "Gentlemen,  we  will  pro- 
ceed. Dr.  Drinker,  did  you  have  some  state- 
ment to  make?" 

Statement  of  Dr.  Henry  S.  Drinker,  Presi- 
dent of  Lehigh  University,  South  Bethlehem, 
Pa. 

President  Drinker :  "I  had  the  honor  of 
appearing  before  you  on  Monday,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, on  behalf  of  the  military  training 
camps.  I  am  here  today  with  our  delegation 
of  Lehigh  University  students.  Learning  that 
you  proposed  to  give  this  hearing  to  the  Uni- 
versities, we  held  a  college  meeting  yester- 
day, called  by  the  President  of  the  Senior 
Class,  at  which  I  think  we  had  a  larger  at- 
tendance than  is  usual  at  a  college  meeting. 
I  think  that  practically  the  whole  college 
was  there,  and  at  that  meeting  a  committee 
was  appointed,  consisting  of  the  following  : 

"Mr.  Adolph  Bach,  Jr.,  of  Long  Island, 
N.  Y.,  who  is  President  of  the  Senior  Class, 
and  who  attended  the  Plattsburg  camp  ;  Mr. 
Robert  W.  Wolcott,  of  Sewickley,  Pa.,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Junior  Class,  and  a  graduate  of 
Manlius  Military  School  ;  Mr.  George  Saw- 
telle, of  Cleveland,  Okla..  a  member  of  Bat- 
tery A,  1st  Pennsylvania  Field  Artillery,  who 
has  just  returned  from  the  border  and  has 
been  notified  that  he  has  passed  his  exami- 
nation for  a  commission  as  lieutenant ;  Mr. 
Louis  G.  Mudge.  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  who  at- 
tended the  Plattsburg  camp  ;  Mr.  Raymond 
Walters,  Editor  of  the  Lehigh  Alumni  Bulle- 
tin. 

"These  gentlemen  are  here,  sir,  to  tell  you 
what  the  sentiment  of  Lehigh  University  is, 
as  shown  at  the  meeting  yesterday,  and,  if 
you  please,  I  will  call  Mr.  Bach,  the  Presi- 
dent of  our  Senior  Class,  to  report." 

The  Chairman  :  "We  shall  be  glad  to  hear 
from  Mr.  Bach." 

Statement  of  Mr.  Adolph  Bach,  jr..  Long 
Island,  N.  Y.,  President  of  Senior  Class,  Le- 
high University. 

Mr.  Bach :  "Mr.  Chairman,  on  behalf  of 
the  student  body  of  Lehigh  University  I  want 
to  present  this  resolution,  which  was  unani- 
mously passed  at  a  college  meeting  held  yes- 
terday. 

"Tlie  resolution  is  as  follows  : 

"  'Resolved,  That  the  student  body  cf  Le- 
high University,  in  college  meeting  assem- 
bled, heartily  endorses  the  movement  for  na- 
tional preparedness  and  universal  military 
training,  and  desires  that  this  statement 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Congressional  Com-

students  of  the  University.'  " 

The  Chairman :  "We  are  very  glad  to 
have  an  expression  from  the  young  men  of 
Lehigh  University." 

President  Drinker:  "Senator,  may  I  ask 
that  we  have  just  a  word  from  the  other 
gentlemen  who  have  come  here?" 

The  Chairman :  "Certainly ;  we  shall  be 
glad  to  have  any  statement  that  they  may 
care  to  make." 

President  Drinker  :  "I  will  introduce  Mr. 
Wolcott,   President  of  the  Junior  Class." 

Statement  of  Mr.  Robert  W.  Wolcott,  of  S'e- 
wickley,  Pa.,  President  of  Junior  Class,  Le- 
high University. 

Mr.  Wolcott :,  "Mr.  Chairman,  as  President 
of  the  Junior  Class  I  will  simply  state  that 
that  resolution  was  passed  unanimously  by 
the  college,  and  to  back  up  what  Mr.  Bach 
said,  that  the  opinion,  so  far  as  we  know,  of 
the  entire  student  body  at  Lehigh  is  in  fa- 
vor of  universal  military  training." 

President  Drinker  :  "I  will  next  introduce 
Mr.  Sawtelle." 

Statement  of  Mr.  George  Sawtelle,  Cleve- 
land, Okla.,  Delegate  fj-om  Lehigh  Universitj\ 

Mr.  Sawtelle :  "Mr.  Chairman,  for  the  in- 
formation of  gentlemen  who  are  not  well  ac- 
quainted with  Lehigh  University,  I  would  like 
to  say  that  it  is  not  a  school  of  folly,  but  is 
a  school  of  serious  minded  men  who  have 
been  led  by  Dr.  Drinker  to  think  of  the  na- 
tional welfare  as  well  as  their  personal  wel- 
fare." 

President  Drinker :  "We  will  next  hear 
from  Mr.  Mudge." 

Statement  of  Mr.  Louis  G.  Mudge,  of  Balti- 
more, Md.,   Delegate  from  Lehigh  University. 

Mr.  Mudge :  "I  do  not  think,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, that  I  have  anything  further  to  add,  ex- 
cept that  there  are  about  700  students  at 
Lehigh,  and  that  there  was  not  a  dissenting 
vote  in  the  whole  college  upon  this  resolution. 
Prompt  action  was  taken  because  prompt  ac- 
tion was  necessary,  and  the  result  showed 
that  there  were  700  men  in  Lehigh  who  are 
for  universal  training." 

President  Drinker  :  "I  will  introduce  Mr. 
Raymond  Walters,  Editor  of  the  Lehigh 
AJumni  Bulletin." 

Statement  of  Mr.  Raymond  Walters,  Editor 
Lehiph  Alumni  Bulletin,  Delegate  from  Le- 
high University. 

Mr.  Walters :  "Mr.  Chairman,  I  speak  in 
a  sense  as  representing  the  alumni  body  of 
Lehigh  University,  as  Editor  of  the  Lehigh 
Alumni  Bulletin,  a  magazine  which  has  a 
circulation  among  5,000  Lehigh  men.  I  can 
say  just  this  much  :  That  at  alumni  gather- 
ings that  I  have  attended,  when  President 
Drinker  has  spoken,  as  he  always  does,  heart- 
ily and  earnestly  in  support  of  preparedness, 
and  recently  of  universal  service,  it  has  met, 
apparently,  the  most  unanimous  accord  from 
the  alumni,  and  that  when  I  have  printed  in 
the  Alumni  Bulletin  articles  reflecting  Presi- 
dent Drinker's  views  I  have  noted  that  their 
reception  from  my  readers,  so  far  as  I  can 
gather  from  letters  from  them,  has  been 
unanimous. 

"I  spoke  a  day  or  two  ago  with  Mr.  H.  H. 
Scovil,  of  New  York,  President  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  and  he  ventured  the  opinion  that 


if  a  vote  could  be  taken  90  per  cent,  of  the 
alumni  body  would  be  heartily  in  favor  of 
such  a  move  right  now,  without  any  further 
argument  or  presentation  of  views." 

The  Chairman :  "It  is  not  a  hastily 
formed  opinion?" 

Mr.  Walters  :  "No.  I  should  say  that  they 
hold  that  conviction  at  this  time ;  that  it 
would  not  have  to  be  instilled  Into  them  or 
trained  into  them  ;  that  they  now  hold  that 
view.  That  was  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Scovil, 
and  I  should  be  inclined  to  agree  with  him. 
Personally,  of  course,  I  am  heartily  for  it." 

The  Chairman :  "The  young  men  of  Le- 
high come  from  different  States  in  the 
Union?" 

Mr.  Walters  :  "They  come  from  30  States. 
The  Lehigh  student  body  is  made  up  of  rep- 
resentatives from  30  States  and  14  foreign 
countries.  It  is  a  diversified  student  body. 
The  total  enrollment  for  the  year  is  about 
800." 

President  Drinker  :  "That  is  our  case,  Mr. 
Chairman." 

The  Chairman  :  "We  are  very  glad  to  have 
had  the  opportunity  of  hearing  from  these 
gentlemen.

NATURALIZATION  CLASSES 


Lehigh  Students  Teach  Workmen  Un- 
der Y.  M.  C.  A.  Auspices 

More  than  1400  employees  of  the 
Bethlehem  Steel  Company  are  being 
taught  in  the  English  and  naturaliza- 
tion classes  of  the  Lehigh  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
Free  Evening  School — said  to  be  the 
largest  enrollment,  in  work  of  this 
character,  at  any  University  in  the 
world. 

Forty-two  students  of  the  University 
are  instructors.  They  teach"  United 
States  History,  Civics,  Health  Hygiene 
and  Politics  to  Steel  Company  work- 
men of  more  than  thirty  nationalities. 
These  are  Greek,  Roumanian,  Italian, 
Hungarian,  Bohemian,  French,  Span- 
ish, Portuguese,  Windish,  Lithuanian, 
Slavish,  Polish,  Indian,  Russian,  Por- 
to Rican,  Cuban,  Letish,  Japanese, 
Finn,  Serbian,  German,  Bras,  Rutham- 
ian,  Hebrew,  Syrian,  Bulgarian,  Ser- 
vian, Austrian,  Costa  Rican,  Slovak 
and  American.  The  lessons  are  given 
in  the  Quinn  Public  School  building  in 
South  Bethlehem,  fo.ur  evenings  a 
week  and  two  afternoons  for  night 
workers.  The  courses  are  conducted 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  Bethle- 
hem Steel  Company. 

Practically  all  of  the  graduates  of 
the  Christian  Association  evening 
classes  in  recent  years  have  been  suc- 
cessful   in    passing   the    naturalization 
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examinations  at  the  Northampton 
Counts^  Court  in  Easton.  The  head  of 
the  work  at  Lehigh  is  Mr.  J.  M.  Frey, 
Secretary  of  the  Universitj-  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association.

Engi- 
neering articles  descriptive  of  the  road 
have  always  given  him  full  credit  for 
the  plans  followed  and  for  overcoming 
the  dilficulties  encountered."

"Son  of  an  honored  engineer  and  master  in 
mechanics,  Archibald  Johnston  in  his  career 
and  rise  in  the  Bethlehem  Steel  Company 
from  mechanic  to  successive  official  positions 
of  high  responsibility  and  leadership,  has 
honored  by  his  career  his  parentage  and 
training ;  and  today,  esteemed  at  home,  and 
with  an  international  reputation  for  business 
ability  and  engineering  skill,  he  is  valued  and 
looked  up  to  in  the  Bethlehems  as  a  leading 
citizen  and  well  loved  friend."

WILL  BE  INAUGURATED 


Lebigh  Alumnus  WiU  Head  Southern 
College — Sketch  of  His  Career 

The  inauguration  of  Wallace  Carl 
Riddick,  C.E.,  '90,  as  President  of  the 
North  Carolina  College  of  Agriculture 
and  Mechanic  Arts  will  be  held  at 
West  Raleigh,  N.  C,  on  Thursday, 
February  22.  President  Drinker  will 
represent  Lehigh  Univer.sit3'  and  will 
deliver  an  address. 

Mr.  Riddiclc  was  born  in  Wake 
Countj^  N.  C,  in  1864.  He  was  grad- 
uated from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  in  1885;  tauglit  at  Westfield, 
N.  C,  for  two  years;  entered  Lehigh 
University  in  1887  and  was  graduated 
with  tlie  degree  of  Civil  Engineer  in 
1890.  After  working  for  two  years  on 
construction  at  Weldon,  N.  C,  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the 
North  Carolina  College  of  Agriculture 
and  Mechanic  Arts,  where  he  taught 
mathematics  and  all  branches  of  En- 


gineering. As  the  enrollment  of  the 
college  grew  his  work  was  restricted 
to  the  department  of  Civil  Engineer- 
ing. In  1909  he  was  elected  Vice- 
President  of  the  College  and  in  May, 
1916,  was  elected  President.  The  June 
2,  1916,  issue  of  the  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
"2News  and  Observer"  contained  the 
following  characterization  of  President 
Riddick  by  Senator  Gardner,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
North  Carolina  College  of  Agriculture 
and  Mechanic  Arts: 

"Professor  Riddick  will  give  to  the  State 
and  to  the  A.  and  M.  College  a  magnificent 
administration.  He  is  an  able  executive,  in- 
tensely interested  in  every  phase  of  college 
work,  knows  what  the  college  has  done  in  the 
past,  and  what  it  ought  to  do  in  the  future ; 
is  a  man  of  broad  vision,  thoroughly  familiar 
with  the  traditions  and  ambitions  of  the  in- 
stitution, intimately  acquainted  with  the 
character  of  the  young  men  who  compose  the 
student  body,  and,  above  and  beyond  this,  is 
a  practical  man  without  frills  and  is  blessed 
with  conspicuous  common  sense."

"The  Harvard  Volunteers,"  Howe,  '86 

The  attraction  of  "The  Harvard 
Volunteers  in  Europe"  is' by  no  means 
confined  to  Harvard  men.  In  its 
abundant,  first  hand  information 
about  military,  ambulance,  and  hos- 
pital service  among  the  allied  forces, 
and. in  its  varied,  intimate  records  of 
how  alumni  of  one  great  American 
university  have  participated,  this  book 
has  interest  and  value  to  alumni  of 
other  institutions  and  to  other  citizens. 

There  are  thirty-one  letters  or  parts 
of  letters  by  twenty-nine  different 
writers,  surgeons,  nurses,  ambulance 
drivers  and  soldiers,  representative  of 
the  more  than  four  hundred  Harvard 
men  in  the  War.  It  is  noteworthy 
that,  beyond  the  appeal  due  to  subject 
matter,  these  letters  have  force  be- 
cause of  the  literary  quality  to  which 
nearly  all  attain. 

The  collection  owes  its  representa- 
tive variety  and  its  coherence  to  the 
editor,  M.  A.  DeWolfe  Howe,  B.A.,  '86, 
Litt.D.,  '16,  Editor  of  the  "Harvard 
Alumni  Bulletin,"  from  which  a  num- 
ber of  the  letters  have  been  reprinted. 
The  prefatory  and  connecting  passages 
are   admirable.      A  noble  and   stirring 


poem  by  Dr.  Howe,  "The  Volunteers," 
heads  the  volume.

Mr.  liedoux  Favors  Co-operation 

Under  the  title  "Engineering  Co- 
operation," J.  W.  Ledoux,  C.E.,  '87, 
Past  President  Engineers'  Club  of 
Philadelphia,  had  an  article  in  a  re- 
cent issue  of  the  Club  "Proceedings" 
in  which  he  dealt  with  the  problem  of 
the  engineer  in  private  practice  who  is 
confronted  with  an  appointment  in  his 
own  line  of  training  that  involves  tech- 
nical work  in  which  he  has  had  little 
or  no  experience.  Referring  to  analo- 
gous procedure  among  medical  men, 
and  occasionally  among  lawyers,  Mr. 
Ledoux  suggested  a  co-operative  ar- 
rangement among  engineers  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Supposing  specialist,  A,  were  entrusted 
with  a  piece  of  engineering  work  involving 
the  construction  of  a  combined  electric  light, 
water  works  and  sewerage  system  for  a  town. 
He  may  be  a  central  station  expert  familiar 
with  all  kinds  of  prime  movers,  accessories 
and  the  manner  of  their  arrangement,  in- 
stallation and  operation  to  produce  the  best 
efficiency  ;  he  has  had  no  material  experience, 
however,  with  the  purification  of  water,  or 
with  the  construction  of  a  gravity  dam  which 
the  scheme  involves,  or  with  the  practice  of 
sewage  disposal.  Therefore  he  calls  on  B, 
who  is  an  expert  on  the  construction  of  dams, 
and  C,  who  is  up  on  the  best  methods  of 
water  purification,  and  D,  who  is  a  sewerage 
expert.  Each  one  makes  a  report  to  A, 
whose  report  to  his  client  embodies  the  best 
advice  of  all.  B,  C  and  D  make  their  charges 
directly  to  A,  usually  at  a  considerably  lower 
figure  than  if  they  were  employed  directly  by 
owner,  because  of  the  mutual  co-operation  of 
these  engineers." 

"Subsidence  Resulting  From  Min- 
ing" was  the  title  of  a  report  of  205 
pages  published  recently  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  Bulletin  series,  the 
authors  of  which  were  L.  E.  Young 
and  H.  H.  Stock,  B.S.,  '87,  E.M.,  '88, 
Professor  of  Mining  Engineering  in 
the    University    of    Illinois. 


Edwin  Lefevre,  '91,  was  one  of  five 
authors  elected  to  membership  in  the 
National  Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters 
at  the  annual  meeting  in  New  York 
recently.

"Civil  Government,"  R.  E.  Laramy,  '96 

"Pennsylvania  Civil  Government," 
published  in  1916  as  a  supplement  to 
"Civil  Government"  of  Dr.  Paul  S. 
Reinsch,  has  just  been  issued  in  sepa- 
rate form.  It  is  a  book  of  118  pages, 
attractive  in  type  and  illustration. 

The  first  two  chapters  give  a  brief 
historical  sketch  of  Pennsylvania,  fol- 
lowed by  a  presentation  of  the  most 
vital  points  respecting  divisions  of 
State,  county,  city,  borough  and  town- 
ship government.  There  are  chapters 
on  law  and  justice,  education  and  self- 
government.  Designed  for  use  as  a 
text  in  Pennsylvania  secondary  schools, 
this  work  has  the  merits  in  structure 
and  style  that  make  for  success  in  the 
classroom.  Moreover,  without  savor- 
ing of  "reform,"  the  book  is  so  writ- 
ten that  no  boy  or  girl  who  studies  it 
will  likely  fail  to-  obtain  both  a  clear 
notion  of  the  duties  of  citizenship  and 
an  impetus  toward  fulfilling  them.  The 
book  is  not  too  elementary  for  older 
readers. 

The  author  of  "Pennsylvania  Civil 
Government,"  is  Robert  E.  Laramy, 
B.A.,  '96,  M.A.,  '99,  who  has  been  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Public  Schools  of 
Easton  for  several  years.

"Shop  Electricity,"  Clewell  '05 

As  the  author  states  in  his  preface, 
this  "Handbook  of  Machine  Shop 
Electricity"  was  written  at  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  editors  of  the  "American 
Machinist"  to  fill  "a  need  for  a  con- 
venient electrical  reference  book 
adapted  to  the  machine  shop." 

In  conformity  with  this  aim  the 
book  is  in  convenient  pocket  size,  with 
flexible  covers.  The  subject  matter  is 
divided  into  ten  sections,  each  pertain- 
ing to  a  general  subject  with  special 
topics  listed  alphabetically  in  a  help- 
ful table  of  contents. 

Worthy  of  note  is  the  section  on 
"Communication  and  Distant  Control" 
which  gives  concise  discussions  of 
door  openers,  fire-alarm  systems,  shop 
whistles,  private  telephones,  and  like 
appliances;  likewise  the  section  on 
"Electrochemical  Soldering  and  Weld- 
ing Applications"  in  which  funda- 
mental electrochemical  principles  and 
welding  methods  are  clearly  presented. 
Because  of  the  relatively  slight  atten- 
tion that  has  been  paid  to  the  subject 
thus  far,  the  section  on  "Lamps  and 
Shop  Lighting"  has  special  interest 
and  importance. 

Prof.  Clewell  has  succeeded  notably 
in  his  avowed  intention  of  writing  a 
convenient  and  usable  handbook.

A  GOOD  FOOTBAliLi  SEASON 


1916  Team  Defeats  Lafayette  and  Lost 
Only  to  Yale  and  Penn  State 

A  year  ago  the  Alumni  Bulletin 
quoted  an  opinion  that  "Three  games 
out  of  four  in  the  Lafayette  series  and 
an  excellent  showing  against  larger 
colleges  every  year  are  regarded  as  a 
most  satisfactory  record  for  the  foot- 
ball  administration  of  Coach  Keady." 


The  1916  season  has  come  and  gone, 
and  the  statement  continues  true — 
only  more  so.  The  record  is  now  four 
out  of  five  against  Lafayette  and  there 
was  further  good  work  in  the  Yale  and 
Penn  State  games. 

The  appended  scores  disclose  what 
opponents  found,  that  Lehigh's  1916 
team  was  a  powerful  defensive  organi- 
zation. Only  five  touchdowns  were 
made  against  it.  Eliminating  LeGore's 
run  through  an  open  field  at  New  Ha- 
ven and  the  Albright  and  Franklin 
and  Marshall  late  scores  against  a  sec- 
ond-string line-up,  there  were  two 
"sure-enough"  touchdowns  registered, 
one  bj'  Yale  and  one  by  State.  In  the 
crucial  test  at  Easton  the  defense  was 
superb. 

With  this  said,  there  is  no  denying 
that  the  Lehig'h  offense  was  far  less 
satisfactory.  In  a  number  of  games 
the  attack  carried  until  within  striking 
distance  of  the  goal  and  then  col- 
lapsed. This  weakness  occasioned  the 
poorest  showing  of  the  season — 
against  the  strong  Lebanon  Valley 
team.  In  less  degree  it  marred  other 
contests.  A  forecast  of  the  offensive 
possibilities  of  the  team  was  flashed 
in  the  last  quarter  of  the  battle  with 
State.  A  development  of  the  aggres- 
sive, brilliant  style  of  football  then  ex- 
hibited will  count  next  season. 

As  to  the  game  with  Lafayette  at 
Easton,  on  November  2  5,  it  is  moder- 
ate to  say  that  the  more  resourceful 
and  steady  team  won.  By  a  coinci- 
dence the  same  kind  of  "break"  that 
turned  the  tide  for  Lafayette  a  year 
before  now  favored  Lehigh.  The 
Brown  and  White  team  held  and  in- 
creased its  early  lead,  and  against  La- 
fayette's persistent  aerial  attack,  dis- 
played such  defensive  preparedness 
that  only  one  Maroon  forward  pass 
was  completed — and  that  lost  ground. 
Lehigh's  total  of  16  points  was  made 
by  two  touchdowns  by  McCarthy  and 
Johnson  and  a  field  goal  by  Brunner.

The  fig- 
ures when  the  fiftieth  contest  was  over 
last  November  2  5  stood:  Lafayette  2  5 
games,  Lehigh  21;  tie  games,  4. 

From  1884  to  1916,  Lehigh  football 
teams  played  a  total  of  29  3  games, 
with  143  victories,  132  defeats  and  18 
ties.

1917  FootbaU  Schedule 

The  Lehigh  football  schedule  for 
next  fall  has  four  changes.  The  most 
important  is  the  first  gridiron  meeting 
with  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  This 
takes  the  place  of  the  contest  held  at 
New  Haven  for  four  years.  "Lehigh 
and  Washington  and  Jefferson  will  be 
dropped  because  Y'ale  insists  on  a 
lighter  list  of  games,"  was  the  state- 
ment in  the  "Boston  Post"  of  Decem- 
ber 7.  Lehigh's  relations  with  Yale 
are  continued  in  lacrosse,  and  a  game 
in  baseball  has  been  arranged  for  next 
spring  at  New  Haven.

meets  many  of  the  big  eastern  col- 
leges." 

A  formidable  new  opponent  will  be 
Georgetown  LTniversity,  which  replaces 
Catholic  University.  Other  lighter 
opponents  are  A'illanova  and  Pennsyl- 
vania Military  College.

That  he  may 
carry  on  the  good  work  which  he  Is  now  do- 
ing, for  many  years  to  come,  is  our  most 
earnest  wish." 

W^.  D.  Hartshorne,  '74,  President  of  the 
Club,  was  toastmaster. 

The  Club  was  honored  with  the  presence 
of  Lord  Aberdeen,  of  England,  former  Attor- 
ney-General of  Canada.  Lord  Aberdeen  was 
called  upon  first  of  all,  as  he  had  an  engage- 
ment at  Worcester  the  same  night.  Referring 
to  Dr.  Drinker's  participation  in  the  League 
to  Enforce  Peace.  Lord  Aberdeen  said  that 
Lehigh  and  Lehigh  men  were  to  be  congratu- 
lated upon  having  a  President  of  such  attain- 
ments and   energy. 

Dr.  Drinker,  the  honor  guest  of  the  even- 
ing, was  the  next  speaker.  He  gave  a  review 
of  activities  at  the  University,  saying  that

present  condition  and  prospects  of  Lehigh. 
*  *  *  As  I  meet  our  alumni  over  the  coun- 
try, it  is  a  matter  of  pride  to  see  them  in  po- 
sitions of  responsibility  and  trust."

Drinker  touched  also  upon  the  Summer  Mili- 
tary Instruction  Camps  for  students,  and  on 
Conservation. 

The  third  speaker  was  Dr.  E.  H.  Williams, 
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jr.,  '75,  of  Woodstock,  Vt.,  formerly  Pro- 
fessor of  Mining  Engineering  and  Geology  at 
Leliigh  and  now  a  Lecturer  of  the  University. 
Dr.  Williams  talked  about  the  old  days  at 
Lehigh  and  the  value  of  relatively  small 
numbers  where  students  and  professors  really 
know  each  other.  He  urged  upon  alumni 
who  are  members  of  fraternities  to  impress 
upon  students  in  their  chapters  the  necessity 
for  democratic  mingling  with  students  who 
are  non-fraternity  men  and  with  members  of 
other  fraternities.  The  importance  of  cul- 
tural subjects  was  emphasized  and  Dr.  Wil- 
liams expressed,  in  this  connection,  his  grati- 
fication over  the  growth  and  prosperity  of 
Lehigh's  Arts  and  Science  courses.  The  pres- 
ence of  men  studying  liberal  subjects  is  a 
benefit  to  the  technical  student  body. 

Further  memories  of  early  days  at  the 
University  were  presented  by  the  Rev.  El- 
wood  Worcester,  now  an  eminent  divine  in 
Boston.  Dr.  Worcester  was  formerly  chap- 
lain and  Professor  of  Mental  and  Moral  Phi- 
losophy at  Lehigh.  He  declared,  among 
other  things,  that  he  considered  the  campus 
of  Lehigh  to  be  perhaps  the  most  beautiful 
in  the  entire  country. 

Mr.  Hartshorne  next  called  upon  Raymond 
Walters,  Registrar  of  the  University.  He 
supplemented  Dr.  Drinker's  account  of  affairs 
at  the  University. 

The  dinner  closed  with  the  singing  of  the 
Alma  Mater,  under  the  leadership  of  D.  K. 
Dean,  '06. 

At  the  guests'  table  sat  M.  A.  DeWolfe 
Howe,  B.A.,  '86,  Editor  of  the  Harvard  Alum- 
ni Bulletin,  upon  whom  Lehigh  last  June 
conferred  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Letters,  and  Mr.  P.  J.  Keenan,  of  Boston,  a 
loyal  friend  of  Lehigh,  whose  son,  Charles  R. 
Keenan,  was  a  student  in  the  Business  Ad- 
ministration course  in  the  Class  of  1916. 

The  success  of  the  dinner  was  in  large 
measure  due  to  the  activity  of  the  secretary 
of  the  club.  Herman  H.  Davis,  M.E.,  '92. 
who  has  made  the  New  England  Club  one  of 
the  liveliest  of  Lehigh  alumni  organizations.

Frank  Frailey  Drlnkhouse,  '71 

Frank  Frailey  Drinkhouse,  veteran 
iron  manufacturer  and  one  of  the 
earliest  Civil  Engineering  students  of 
Lehigh  University,  died  of  heart  trou- 
ble on  October  28  last,  in  his  home, 
247  Spring  Garden  Street,  Easton.  Mr. 
Drinkhouse  was  born  in  Easton  on 
July  15,  1843,  a  son  of  the  late  Samuel 
and  Maria  Tindall  Drinkhouse.  He 
attended  the  Easton  schools  and  then 
learned  the  machinist  trade  at  the 
plant  of  William  Sellers  &  Company, 
Philadelphia.  Later  he  was  connected 
with  the  Delaware  Rolling  Mills,  Phil- 
lipsburg,  N.  J.,  now  occupied  by  the 
American  Horseshoe  Works,  being 
assistant  to  the  president,  his  uncle, 
John  Tindall. 

After  several  years  service  in  this 
capacity  Mr.  Drinkhouse  entered  Le- 
high with  the  class  of  1871.  He  was  a 
roommate  of  Dr.  Henry  S.  Drinker, 
now  President  of  the  University.  He 
captained  the  first  Lehigh  baseball 
team  that  played  Lafayette.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Phi  Kappa  Sigma 
fraternity. 

After  leaving  college  in  1870,  Mr, 
Drinkhouse  engaged  in  the  foundry 
and  machine  business  in  Phillipsburg. 
He  carried  on  this  business  for  about 
thirty  years  and  then  retired  from 
active  life. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  a  son,  W. 
Bruce  Drinkhouse,  and  two  sisters. 
Miss  Caroline  L.  Drinkhouse  and  Mrs. 
Clement  Stewart,  all  of  Easton.
